never have tim e to attend m eetings, 
ss to attend and get acquainted w ith 
the propositions we have on foot now, 
and you farm ers th a t have joined, 
make up your minds now and join and 
do the same, then let us all co-operate 
and g et these profits ourselves instead 
of the other fellow. 
We do not have 
to stop a t that, because I do not see 
anything in the way of 15c cotton, and 
we can get it by co-operation and a t­ 
tending to business like we ought to, 
but as long as we don’t do this we 
have the opportunity to Kick 
at 
the 
other fellow for making all the money. 
We, the Farm ers, Union have the 
very plans, a wide open road laid out 
direct to the consum er and m anufac­ 
turer. 
All we need is the co-operation 
of the producer to put these plans to 
success—put cotton to 15 cents.
